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A Look At ‘‘Chic-Anglo’’, The Brown White

There are two economic streams of 
Chicano movement out of the barrio 
(ghetto). First, the college-educated 
Chicano who usually ends up agringado 
(or assimilated). Secondly, there is the 
non-college Chicano who has found eco- 
nomic relief through the trade union shop 
or small business. Obviously there are 
many variations on these two predominant 
themes; however, certain generalities 
can be abstracted, This article presents 
a general aspirational description of the 
non-college Chicano who wants des- 
perately to become part of the faceless 
suburban middle-class. 


Making Good 


The non-college Chicano who moves 
out of the barrio is usually not totally 
agringado. it is difficult to establish 
whether this is a matter of choice or of 
sociological design. He usually main- 
tains a liaison relationship with famils 
members in the barrio, and enjoys re- 
turning to the barrio for some good 
Mexican food. 

He has found a stable economic niche 
in the union shop, and although he has 
little extra cash, he feels he has success- 
fully demonstrated that you can ‘‘make it”’ 
without going to college. He owns his own 
home. The financial burden is great 
since the payment, the second mortgage, 
and property taxes readily eat up his 
monthly paycheck, It is usually his un- 
fortunate discovery that he cannot furnish 
his home, buy a new car and color T.V. 
and pay all the insurance bills without 
working overtime at the plant and sending 
his wife to work as well. 

Despite the sacrifices, the financial! 
fiasco is justified because he can now 
present a front to his neighbors and to 
the members of his bowling league which 
glows of mass media respectability. He 
can relax, if he finds the time, knowing 
that he has proven himself “good enough’ 
for the neighborhood. He has achieved 
the “good life’’ and ‘‘prosperity’’ through 
his own hard toil. 

Of course, he is living in self-delusion 
because the slightest financial trauma 
will so upset his hand-to-mouth economy, 
that he will be forced into scurrying to 
Pacific Plan for a loan. His relatives 
back in the barrio can admire his home 
and belongings, but are astonished by the 
pressure - cooker atmosphere which 
accompanies this brand of success. 


Accepting the Dream 


Our Chicano refugee seldom ponders 
the plight of the Chicano, or his own role, 

‘ack of it, in improving the lot of his 
people. The few moments he spends in 
contemplation of the Social Condition are 
usua!ly restricted to the condemnation of 
fellow Chicanos (who may be old friends) 
in the barrio who are not interested “ in 
bettering themselves up’’. Unconsciously 
and unquestioningly, he has accepted the 
American Dream, and as a consequence 
he has become nothing more than an 
Ugly American interested only in crass 
materialism as the measure of social 
worth, and in the exhibition of Anglo- 
conformist traits which demonstrate that 
he too is an American, first and foremost. 

His children will probably not learn 


Spanish, since the stressing of minority 
characteristics is neither functional to 
their own future, nor is it really the 
American way. In this context main- 
taining cultural integrity becomes resig- 
nation to poverty. 

The paradox is that he may have been 
a pachuco and in trouble with the law ir 
his youth, and probably still has tattoos 
to prove it. However, he now regrets 
those days and has little patience for 
youths who exhibit the same behavior 
patterns. His new-found respectability 
restricts flexibility. He must be careful 
that nothing disturbs the image he is 
trying to sell his Anglo friends, for if 
this is lost, all is lost. This is the 
reason that his psychological condition is 
so deeply interwoven with his financial 
condition and his material possessions, 
In this world, you are what you own. 


Cowboy Fascists 


His Anglo friends are usually ‘‘boys 
from the shop’’ who happen to live nearby. 


Cenerally they qualify as ‘cowboy 
fascists’’ who are themselves living 
tenuousiy on the crest of trade union 
prosperity. They bow! together, watch 


pro football together, play cards together, 
and get drunk together. 

It should be obvious that for men 
caught in this merry-go-round, status 
and prestige are not based on occupation, 
but on income as evidenced in material 
possessions. The ‘stability’? manifested 
in the facade of goods and activities 
thinly veils the foundation of economic 
quicksand it is based on. These people 
are doing better by their standards than 
they, or their families, ever did before 
them. As long as the paychecks keep 
coming in, all is well and the party goes 
on. Barring recession, automation or 
illness, there is no need to worry. ‘So

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SSC Faculty Meets Amidst Quibbling

In a campus-wide faculty meeting 
Monday afternoon that dwindled into 
parliamentary quibbling, two resolutions 
emerged that will be voted on next week 
by Sacramento State teachers. 

The first resolution approved for 
placement on the ballot was by Patrick 
McGillivray, associate professor of soci- 
ology and president of the local American 
Federation of Teachers. McGillivray’s 
resolution, in effect, assailed outside 
interference in a local campus’s affairs. 

The second resolution was one intro- 
duced by Victor Comerchero, associate 
professor of Finglish, which would require 
a mandatory $50 dollar donation from 
every SSC instructor to publicize the 
exact nature of the problems of the state 
college system. 

The resolutions were introduced after 
a four-speaker panel discussed some of 
the problems facing the state college 


campuses at present, particularly the 
problems at San Francisco State College, 
precipitated by the George Murray case. 

Mare Tool, professor of economics, 
received the loudest applause of panel 
members when he read a prepared speech 
to the packed house of faculty — witha 
few students — in the Little Theater. 

Tool said, in effect, that ‘‘sleight of 
hand’? had been used by the government 
in using disorders on campus to conceal 
the real issue — budget cuts, and slash- 
backs in admittance. 

John C, Livingston, professor of social 
sciences, also received a loud applause 
after he delineated his view of the reasons 
for the current crisis. livingston out- 
lined a generational warfare that exists 
at present, and viewed the faculty as 
the last hope students have to convey 
“their anger and anguish.”’ 


Livingston continued that if the faculty 
stands with those who favor repression 
as the solution, then the last link to 


cultural continuity is gone, and democracy 
may be dead as a vehicle of peaceful 
change. 

“There is a reason a campus can be 
closed down so easily’? said Livingston; 
“A climate of mutual trust (between 
students and faculty) can be undermined 
by revolutionaries, but it is destroyed 
by police occupation.’’ 

There were two other speakers on the 
panel — Austin Gerber, assistant pro- 
fessor of business, who noted that college- 
campus relations with the trustees, the 
government, and the people have been 
bad. Gerber called for support of SFS 
President Robert Smith — and opposition 
to Chancellor Dumke — and called for a 
campus avoidance of meaningless acts 
that would inflame public opinion. 

The fourth panelist was Gary Hawkins 
of SFS, who briefed the audience on 
events at that school, Said Hawkins,

Faculty Forum - Waste of Time?

Attn: Members of the Sacramento 
State College Faculty 


Your performance at Mondzy’s 
all-faculty meeting has proven one 
thing — the faculty at Sacramento 
State College are no more willing 
to face up to the problems con- 
fronting this college than were the 
faculty at San Francisco State 
College before the students shut 
it down. 

The enlightened elite of this 
branch of academia have proven 
themselves incapable of entering 
into serious intellectual discussion 
of problems in the absence of a 
direct threat to life, limb, salary 
or leisure. As the faculty depart- 
ed from the best comedy production 
of the year, the hilarity of the 
occasion could be measured by 
the jollity of the crowd. 

The oniy solemn faces were 
those of the students awakening 
to the fact that they would have 
to go it alone, or even in the face 
of faculty opposition, unless they 
decided to tear the place down — 
then perhaps the faculty would 
begin to talk and not babble. 


For those students who are 
currently working on peacefully 
organizing to consider the issues, 
Monday was a sound defeat. The 
message came through loud and 
clear in Physics 111, outside the 
Little Theatre and on the floer 
inside -—— you don’t rate a seat, 
you don’t rate a voice and your 
problems don’t rate serious con- 
sideration. A minority of the 
faculiy do not hold these opinions 
and work hard for changes — but 
in the meeting of the whole, the 
nitty-gritty came out, and it is 
time for the students to seriously 
consider the nature of their stand- 
ing alliance with the faculty. 

It appears that the faculty is 
not going to take any responsible 
action until they are burned off 
dead center. Before the students 
gratefully accept a begrudged 
invitation to partake in future 
meetings we feel that it would be 
reasonable for the students to 
insist that the facuity learn to 
speak to themselves first. It 
would be degrading for a student 
to participate in such a farcical

Reverse Fable Reveals Faculty Logic

Once there was a land called 
California. A beautiful country, 
with a rich, diverse culture and 
a proud history. California was 
conquered in the latter part of the 
nineteenth century by a colonial 
power. The people were subjugated 
until the early part of the twentieth 
century, when nationalism began to 
ferment in California.

of California and claimed in- 
dependence. Kepercussions fol- 
lowed, for the Califminh were 


composed largely of members who 
espoused a dangerous doctrine: 
capitalism. 


During the chaotic period which 
followed, the Califminh lost contro! 
of the government, their indepen- 
dence was denied, anda seven year 
war ensued, Soon after, the 
colonial power regained control 
and appealed to a powerful ally, 
Vietnam, for financial aid, and 
Vietnam responded by bearing the 
brunt of the war’s costs, With 


the battle of Sacramentodie- 
bienphu, the tide of war rolled 
the other way, and California 


gained military superiority. 


A cease fire was called, and 
a peace parly met to decide 
California's fate: (1) California 
was to be divided ‘‘temporarily”’ 
into two zones; (2) military aid 
from outside powers was pro- 
hibited; (3) popular elections were 
to take place in two years; (4) 
upon completion of these elections, 
reunification was to be initiated; 
(5) an International Control Com- 
mission was created to deal with 
all infractions. Strangely enough, 
none of these agreements were 
adhered to, and South California 
and Vietnam refused to sign the 
documents, 


In addition, because’ of 
Vietnam’s violent opposition to 
North California’s capitalistic 


government, Vietnam backed a re- 
pressive South California regime. 
This regime was dedicated in its 
efforts to eliminate capitalist op- 
position, and in the process the 
regime succeeded in alienating 


the majority of the populace, and 
soon guerrilla warfare erupted. 

Meanwhile, a prominent Viet- 
namese statesman, Ho Chi Minh, 
formulated a foreign policy under 
the dubious title, ‘‘The Ho Chi 
Minh Domino Theory,’’ which pro- 
mulgated that should South 
California fall to the Capitalists, 
all North America would fall. 
Slogans such as ‘It’s better to 
fight them in California than in 
Vietnam’’, became popular, and 
groups, such as the Viet Birch 
Society, began to organize political 
and social witch hunts to expose 
notable capitalists. 


\s early as 1958, Vietnam began 
giving military aid to South 
California. The war escalated 
sharply during the following years, 
and in 1965, Ho Chi Minh 
announced to the world that Viet- 
nam would begin bombing North 
California to prevent capitalist 
aggression from the North. The 
“free world’ would be protected 
at all costs. 

Anti-war dissent in Vietnam 
was slow in forming. But by the 
year 1968, with over 500,000 mili- 
tary personne! fighting capitalism 
in South California, questions were 
raised concerning the validity of 
Vietnam’s involvement in South 
California. Still supreme in Viet- 
namese foreign policy, however, 
was that ultimate piece of wisdom, 
“The Ho Chi Minh Domino 
Theory’. Then an amazing event 
occurred, After several! years of 
fighting and hundreds of thousands 
of lives lost, peace talks were 
initiated. But, alas! The peace 
talks went on and on and on, and 
meanwhile the thousands continued 
to die. 


This fable is a contemporary 
matter, and a moral can be found 
in this faulty syllogism adopted by 
Vietnam. Major premise: ll 
capitalist nations are aggressive; 
minor premise: North California 
is a capitalist nation; conclusion: 
North California is aggressive and 
seeks domination over all North 
America,

Generation Warfare

There is a crisis in higher education —- make no mistake of it. 
It is all too easy, unfortunately, to misinterpret the nature of the 
crisis. It is all to easy to get lost in the rhetoric cf the day to day 
avalanche of headlines in the newspaper and Six O’clock News on the 
television, 

It is quite, easy, too, tointrepret the non-events —the complacency — 
at Sacramento State Cellege as a lack of the kinds of problems at 
San Francisco State. We are receiving warning signals from our 
colleagues in the Bay Area that should be scrutinized carefully. 

There are some who are quick to pick Gov, Reagan, the legislature, 
the trustees,..and, especialiy in light of the current events, Chancellor 
Dumke, as whipping boys. Spending time pondering over a resolution 
to censure Dumke — as Sacramento State’s faculty did last Monday 
—reeks of the worst kind of narrow-mindedness. It is all too easy 
to grab at a whipping boy to vent academic frustrations. 


Run Far Deeper 


The currents run far deeper than one might think from merely 
eyeing the day-to-day events. The events have their roots in the rift 
between generations, a gap wider than Carlsbad Caverns, 4 rift between 
old and young like this country has never seen, In the past decade, 
generational warfare has become more and more intense. 

What we witness on college campuses such as San Francisco State 
is merely the transferral of the battleground. The psychological 
warfare of the hone has become the physical warfare of the campus. 
The parents have lost control, and the society of which the parents are 
an integral part is using its police force to repress the physical warfare. 
The voter-mood that prevails today is one that fosters police re- 
pression — the government uses the very violence it condemns to sup- 
press what they term violence on the college campus. 


Warfare Gets Intense 


In the present context, the generational warfare gets only more 
intense, and as a result, the future of higher education becomes more 
and more bleak, The very reason for sending the young to college 
in the first place was to broaden their horizons, to better prep them 
for the society Out There. 

But the young have entered college, have cast their eyes and minds 
on the society Out There, and have become discouraged with ma ry 
of the unjust situations that prevail, They have called for change, and 
have tried to effect change through the proper political channels — 
but they were answered only with poiice repression — i.e., society 
repression, 

It is the same kind of thinking that sent the police into Chicago 
that sent the police into San Francisco Swte .... and that will send 
the police into Sacramento State, if necessary. 

And places of higher education are becoming isolated from Out 
There, Witness the defeat of Proposition Three, Witness attitudes 
of the government, and of the college administration. 

So the faculty remains as the last hope students have to communicate 
their anxiousness to effect proper change in the status quo. \s long 
as profs continue to discourage rapport with their students in and out 
of the classroom, higher education will not only be a house standing 
alone in society, but it will be a house divided against itself, 

And a house divided against itself cannot stand, 

Let the faculty of Sacramento State and in all the state colleges 
realize their present dilemma; that they are being scrutinized in 
this hour of crisis to show their true colors, They are being watched 
by students: 

— Will they ally themselves with students for the pre servation 
of higher education, the forum for studying changes needed in the 
society, or 

— Will they ally themselves with those Out There, and make full-

John Jones is a typical SSC 
student who parks his car in Per- 
kins and hitch-hikes his way 
to class. He _ hopes to get to 
class first so that the other stu- 
dent who shares his desk will 
have to use the floor, 

The situation may not, literally, 
be that bad. However, the basic 
truth still stands: SSC has a 
population problem, 

All students who wish to con- 
tinue at SSC next semester must 
advance register. Also, no regis- 
tration will be processed until a 
full payment of fees is made, 
These regulations comprise Reg- 
istrar John Rooney’s attempt to 
control the mushrooming student 
population on this campus as well 
as curb student abuse of advance 
registration. 

Even though the Academic 
Senate voted to abolish advance 
registration, Sacramento State has 
found it necessary to continue the 
procedure in order to approximate 
the number of returning students 
and thus determine how many new 
students may be admitted, It is 
conceivable that, for the first time 
in its history, SSC may not be 
able to accomodate all students who 
apply for admission. 

Student abuses of advance 
registration may have caused some 
of the over-crowding at this 
campus. Only 57 per cent of 
the student- population pre- 
registered last semester. There- 
fore, the expected number of 
continuing students was smaller 
than the total who actually came, 
As a consequence, the many newly 
admitted students caused an over- 
population problem. 

According to Rooney, another 
abuse of the program is the num- 
ber of ‘‘no shows” each semester, 
Almost 1,000 students whoadvance 
registered last May failed to return 








to school in September. These 
1,000 seats, however, were sup- 
posediy spoken for and barred to 
other students. 

Still another reason for the sar- 
dine situation is the philosophy 
behind the Master Plan for the 
State Colleges. This plan provides 
for an adequate number of students; 
but not in the right places, It 
provides for an equal distribution 
of students on each campus, rather 
than placing the distribution in 
preportion to the area’s population 
and student demand. Therefore, 
according to this plan, campuses 
such as Stanislaus and Hayward 
should eventually handle as many 
Students as San Francisco State. 


J.C. Influx 


The over-crowding is primarily 
in the upper class ranks due to 
an influx of junior college trans- 
fers. It has been suggested that 
an ideal ratio of upper to lower 
classmen shouk! be 60-40 per 
cent. Sacramento State hasa ratio 
of 70-30 per cent. The Los Rios 
Junior College District, which en- 
compasses ARC and SCC, is 
handling 6,000 more students than 
five years ago. It plans an 
additional three campuses to be 
built within five years, Another 
contributing factor to the over- 
crowding is the large number of 
transfer students coming to SSC 
from JC’s in the Bay area. How- 
ever, SSC has only the University 
of California at Davis to locally 
help funnel all these students into 
upper division work. 

The problem has a solution, but 
it is still in the future. A pro- 
posed campus in the Bay area, 
Contra Costa State, and the build- 
up of Stanislaus, Chico, and Hay- 
ward State Colleges will alleviate 
some of the pressure on SSC to 
satisfy the upper division education 
of state college students in 
Northern California, 

Another solution to the problem 





would be the hiring of additional 
teachers. SSC has the physical 
space to accomodate students, as 
evidenced by the number of empty 
classrooms at certain times ofthe 
day. Attempts are being made to 
recruit more teachers to help fill 
these classrooms and perhaps the 
Situation will be improved by next 
September.

American university will tell it 
like it was in a new and unique 
semester of special courses on 
the 1930’s designed for today’s 
affluent student generation. 

The new series of courses, 
to be offered at the University of 
Connecticut starting in February, 
will be something of a response 
to those shocked critics of the 
current campus scene who recall 
hard-pressed college days in the

at a college cannot administer 
things. At San Francisco State, 
the only hope in the gloom is 
that we’ll have a new way of 
conducting business — perhaps 
with the faculty and students 
administering things.”’ 

After hearing the speakers, 
the faculty turned their attention 
to voting on resolutions. But 
the business being conducted 
became difficuli to conduct 
amidst parliamentary quib- 
blings. 


1930’s when there was no time to 
think about taking over the presi- 
dert’s office. 

“The Thirties is a decade 
which means nething to our slu- 
dents more than a handiul of 
cliches and a sentimental film 
about Clyde Barrow and Bonnie 
Parker,’’ says a University of 
Connecticut spokesman. 
these same students, many of 
whom are intensely alive political- 
ly, have much to learn about 
America and themselves by a 
deeper knowledge of the Thirties.’’ 

What distinguishes the plan at 
Connecticut is the fact that for 
one full semester, the university 
will concentrate all its resources 
on the 1930’s. 

There will be studies of the 
physics of that decade, which pro- 
duced the huge advances in atomic 
energy which have so profoundly 
influenced our age. 

The university plans to invite 
as guest lecturers personalities 
who gained prominence during the 
1930’s — including Lyndon B. 
Johnson,

There will also be special 
studies of the Spanish civil war, 
of the New Deal and of the rise 
of fascism in Italy and Germany. 
The journalism, painting, films 
and radio offerings of the decade 
also will be studied along with 
architecture and philosophy. 

Musicians, including the Cleve- 
land Orchestra, will perform 
works representative of the 1930’s 
in concert appearances on campus, 
A major portion of a regular art 
course on Painting of the 20th 
Century will be devoted te art of 
the 1930’s. 


Nostalgia 


The over-all plan for the 
semester could dissolve into an 
exercise in nostalgia. To avoid 
this, the university, through two 
years of planning, has carefully 
structured the program so that 
academic departments taking part 
will insure a solid educational 
foundation for the experiment, 

The decade of the 1930’s was 
selected for such close scrutiny, 
says Connecticut’s 42 year-old 
President Homer Babbidge, 
“because within that decade lie 
the beginnings of so many of the 


problems which today’s under- 
graduate sees as the relevant 
ones.’’

The center, open Monday through Fri- 
day, offers a wide variety of medica! 
services to full time students. According 
to Dr. Suzanne Snively, head college 


physician, everything from _ physical 
examinations to orthopedic care is avail- 
able. 


An immunization program includes 
tuberculosis tests, flu shots and smalipox 
vaccinations, among others. Going 
abroad? You can get cholera and typhus 
shots at the center. 

Generally, Dr. Snively said, ‘‘a pre- 
vious appointment is not necessary. But 
it helps.”’ 

For special services, however, stu- 
dents can call extension 6461 for 
appointments. For instance, a visiting 
dermatologist’s clinic is scheduled each 
Monday, from 8 to 9 a.m. Patients are 
usually referred by a staff doctor. 

An orthopedic clinic is held Wednesday 
and Friday, 8 to 10 a.m. In addition, 
four to six hours of psychiatric con- 
sultation are available weekly. 

The Student Health Center is subsi- 
dized from student fees. Subsequently, 
medical attention is free.

The name: Grambling College. The place: 35 miles south of 
the Arkansas border, state of Louisiana, country of Lincoln, and 
settlement of Grambling.
